D e a r S i r :— In rep ly to y our let­ 
ter p ublished Monday in the D e m ­ 


o c r a t , I hav e to say in the outset 
that I cannot afford to bandy ep i­ 
thets with y ou, or deal in p ersonal 
abuse. 
I hav e liv ed in this com­ 
munity for a lifetime, and y ou came 
here a number of y ears ag o from 
Kansas, and we are both well 
known in 
business circles, and 
nothing y ou can say of me, or I of 
y ou, can 
affect the standing of 
either of us. 
W e hav e each of us 
made our resp ectiv e rep utations, 
and I hav e no ‘desire to retaliate, 
and rep ly 
in kind by assailing 
y ours in abusiv e lang uag e. 
W hat 
I soug ht to do was, to lay before 
the p ublic and the consumers of the 
heating p lant the p osition of the 
owner of the p lant, to show that 
th e. Steam comp any is try ing to 
p rotect their interests and act fair­ 
ly and reasonably with the receiv ­ 
ers of the railway p lant. 
To that 
end I offered p ublicly , either to ar­ 
bitrate the just and reasonably 
p rofitable comp ensation y ou should 
receiv e for steam, or leav e it to the 
federal court, which ap p ointed y ou, 
to fix it. 
Your rep ly was to assail 
me p ersonally and to call me hard 
names, which nev er p rov es any ­ 
thing to sensible and rig ht think­ 
ing p eop le. 
In the cone lusion of y our letter 
y ou use 
this 
lang uag e: 
“ The 
t e r m s offered y ou are based up on 
the fig ures of a steam ex p ert who 
arbitrated the matter between Mr. 
V a n R ip er and my self.” 
The fig ­ 
ures of this ex p ert are set forth in 
y our p etition in a suit broug nt by 
y ou ag ainst J. C. Van Rip er, No. 
7 5 7 9’ 
Aug . 4th, 1900. 
x \fter 
alleg ing that Van R ip er ag reed to 
p ay for the steam furnished iriim 
February 15 th to May ist, y ou use 
this ex act lang uag e in y our p eti­ 
tion, v iz : 
“ T hat by the further terms of 
said ag reement the p laintiffs and 
the defendant ag reed to ap p oint 
s o m e comp etent p erson to ascertain 
from the facts what a reasonable 
comp ensation for such steam sht)iiid 
be. 
Plaintiffs 
further state that 
thereafter, to-wit, on the 
day 
o f 
, 1 9 CX), the p laintiffs a n d de­ 
fendant did ag ree up on one Wm. 
H . Bry an, of the city of St. Louis, 
Mo., to ascertain from the tiicts 
w hat amount should be p aid by 
the said V an Rip er to the receiv ers 


for the steam so furnished. Plain­ 
tiffs further state that on the fifth 
day of July , 1900, the said W m. 
ti. Bry an, the p arty so as afore­ 
said ag reed up on to ascertain the 
reasonable v alue of the steam fur­ 
nished by the p laintiffs to said 
Steam Heating comp any ,did make 
a rep ort to the p laintiffs and to the 
defendant and did find and certify 
that the reasonable sum to be p aid 
by the said Van Rip er to the 
p laintiffs for steam as aforesaid 
furnished, was the sum of I5 35 48 , 
a cop y of which rep ort and find­ 
ing is hereto attached, marked Ex . 
B and made a p art of this p eti­ 
tion.” 
In other words the ex haust steam 
ex p ert determined that for the 
steam furnished for the two months 
and a half, $5 35 .48 was a reason­ 
able sura, and his rep ort shows that 
he adds to the actual cost and in­ 
cludes in that $5 35 .48 an amount 
he considered reasonable for p rofits 
and a sum for rep airs. 
The ordi­ 
nary heating season cannot be more 
than sev en months, beg inning Oc­ 
tober ist, so tnat he ascertained the 
reasonable amount due for fiv e-four­ 
teenths of the season, and at the 
same rate, which is $214.19 p er 
month, the reasonable comp ensa­ 
tion for the whole season would 
hav e been 
$1,49 9 4^* 
Now, the 
total receip ts of the heating p lant 
last y ear were $3,319 -5 0, not in­ 
cluding one customer who has not 
p aid. 
Of this amount $1,49 9 .40, 
the amount due under Mr. Bry an’s 
rep ort for the whole season, is 
45 2%. 
You hav e used the ep ithet 
shy ster v ery freely in y our letter, 
meaning one who distorts the facts. 
You say y ou base y our demand for 
6 5 % of the receip ts on Mr. Bry an’s 
arbitrament, and y et that shows an 
award to y ou of only 45 9^» 
rep ort shows that ov er one-tenth of 
that was for rep airs, making his 
allowance p ractically 40%. 
A d­ 
mitting it to be 45 %, what rig ht 
had 
y ou 
to 
say 
that 
y ou 
based 
a 
6 5 % 
share 
on 
an 
arbitrator’s fig ures by which y ou 
were allowed 45 9^ . I p resume that 
this is due to the fact that the ar­ 
bitrator’s rep ort has not been in 
y our mind since Aug ust 4th, last, 
when y ou filed the suit, and in this 
long interv al of five weeks y ou had 
forg otten all about it. 
But bey ond this, as the heating 
p lant was merely started last y ear 
and looked up on as an ex p eriment, 
it had v ery small receip ts. 
This 
y ear its receip ts would run to from 
.$6 ,000 to $9 ,000, and as it would 
be op erated by ex haust steam all 
the time ex cep t when zero weather 
required 
some 
additional 
liv e 
steam, y our share of the receip ts 
would hav e been much larg er, and 
y our p rop ortion of the ex p ense 
much smaller, and at the same time 
we are offering y ou 5 0% when Mr. 
Bry an, y our own arbitrator,award­ 
ed y ou 45 %' 
Nex t, 
why did y ou arbitrate 
with thé old comp any and refuse 
to arbitrate with the new com­ 
p any ? 
I admitted in my former 
letter that it was p ossible y ou were 
rig ht and that I was wrong and 
that was the reason why I was 
willing to arbitrate. 
\ ou told me 
that y ou knew just what y ou oug ht 
to hav e and that y ou p rop osed to 
hav e it and y ou did not care for 
the op inion of any ex p ert, and 
when I offered to submit it to the 
court, y ou also refused that

ELEVEN NEGROES SHOT. 


They Were Eiiffag red In Lootiuir the 
Bodies ot‘ Those Who Had 
Lost Their Lives. 


May or VV. C. J ones, of Galv es­ 
ton, under date of the n th inst., 
makes the following statement : 
“ It is my opinion, based on per­ 
sonal information, that 5,cx x ) peo­ 
ple hav e lost their liv es here. 
“ Approx imately , 
one-third 
of 
the residence portion of the city 
has been swept away . 
There are 
sev eral thousand people who are 
homeless and destitute : how many , 
there is no way of finding out. 
“ Arrang ements á r e now being 
made to hav e the ^^men and chil­ 
dren sent to 
Houston and other 
places, but the means of transpor­ 
tation are limited. 
Thousands are 
still to be cared for here. 
“ W e appeal to y ou for imme­ 
diate a id.” 
The following statement of con­ 
ditions at Galv eston and appeal for 
aid is issued by the local relief 
committee : 
“ A conserv ativ e estimate of the 
loss of life is that it will reach 
3,000. 
“ A t least 5,000 families are shel­ 
terless and wholly destitute. 
The 
entire remainder of the population 
IS sufiering in g reater or less deg ree. 
‘ N ot a sing le church, school or 
charitable institution, 
of which 
Galv eston had so many , is left. 
N ot a building escaped damag e and 
half the whole number were entire­ 
ly obliterated. 
“ There is immediate need for 
food, clothing and household g oods 
of all kinds. 
If near-by cities will 
open asy lums for women and chil­ 
dren the situation will be g reatly 
reliev ed. 
Coast cities should send 
us water, as well as prov isions, in­ 
cluding kerosene oil, g asoline and 
ca ndles.” 
Looting by the lawless element 
beg an Tuesday , dispatches say , and 
elev en neg roes were killed by the 
militia. 
Martial law prev ails in 
the city .

say I am a big -head because I ad­ 
mit that I mig ht be mistaken and 
y o u mig ht be rig ht, and want to 
let men o f special ex perience de­ 
cide the difference. 
Yo ur g entle, 
timid, bashful, siirinking , blushing 
mo de<^ty appears in stro ng co ntrast 
to the epithet which y o u cast at 
me in y o ur 
g enteel, 
po lite and 
w'ell-bred sty le. 
Again, y ou know that even on 
y our 
basis, y ou demanded the 
control and operation of the heat- 
irig plant and said tliat Mr. Van 
Riper had favored some customers 
who should be raised. 
You know 
that when Mr. Bishop, secretary of 
the Steam company , ex amined and 
fooled up the rates in each case he 
said that the rates to every con­ 
sumer was fair and correct and 
should be continued this season. 
You know y ou told us that there 
were one or two consumers y ou 
wanted to deal with personally , 
particularly Dr. Wood with his 
opera house block, and that (leav­ 
ing out the epithets), y ou wanted 
to squeeze him hard because his 
boilers were old and rusted and un­ 
fit for use.

Mr. Bisliop 
declined to permit y ou to treat cus­ 
tomers in that manner. 
I tele­ 
phoned Dr. Wood to come to my 
oflice, and upon his doiug so Mr. 
Bishop asked 
him what trouble 
there was between y o u and him. 
He to ld us that Mr. Griffith, of the 
Gas co mpany plant, had rented fo r 
his co nripany an o ffice in the o pera 
ho use blo ck, and that to recipro ­ 
cate he had chang ed his electric 
lig hting fro m y o ur plant to the 


gas plant. 
Dr. W ood further said 
that one of vour einpl oy es came to 
his oflice afterwards, and claiming 
to be sent by y ou for that purpose, 
threateLed that if he did not cut 
out the Gas company ’s wires and 
put back y ours, y ou would not 
furnish him steam from tlie healing 
plant tliis 
winter, 
and that he 
could not open liis opera house 
without it unless he bought new' 
boilers. 
A nd y et in y our letter 
vou charge me with being a bull­ 
dozer. 
You claim 
I am 
using 
“ bulldozing tactics” because in the 
interest of all parties 1 waut y ou to 
arbitrate or leave to the court 
which created y ou the price of the 
commodity which y ou hav^’e to sell, 
and which if not sold will be ex ­ 
hausted and wasted in 
the air 
That makes me a bulldozer of 
course, but in y our tactics wiiii Dr. 
Wood and y our proposed plan to 
raise prices arbitrarily on certain 
of the steam consumers.and in y our 
treatment of the Steam company , 
vou are a high toned, cultured and 
refined 
gentleman, 
seeking 
by^ 
kindly methods and b\^ mild and 
persuasive reasoning 
to 
gently 
nersuade Dr. Wood and the rest ot 
us to do business wflth y ou on tlie 
fair and even terms presented by 
y ou, with the marked courtesy and 
the ex quisite urbanity which have 
alway s 
characterized 
y ou 
and 
marked y our high 
breeding and 
elegant bringing up. 
Now in addition I want to call 
y our attention to the fact that y ou 
have said to me frequently that 
the Street Railway company ought 
to own and operate the heating 
plant and that its profits would 
help to make good the losses of 
the operation ot the street cars. 
You know that y ou showed me a 
fetter which y o u wrote 
fo the 
chairman o f the bo ndho lders’ co m­ 


mittee in Philadelphia, in which 
y ou advised him to bring about

Also please enclose a copy of tlie 
reply of t ‘ e chairman which y ou 
also handed me to read, say ing 
that when it came to the reorgan­ 
ization, 
the 
bondholders’

mittee would give y our advice due 
consideration. 
1 should like to ex ­ 
hibit these letters to disinterested 
parlies and also show them copies 
of recent contracts made between 
both the Youngstown, 
O , 
and 
Erie, Pa., Electric Street Railway 
companies and the Steam Heating 
companies, situated just as the two 
companies are here, under which 
the Railway 
companies furnish 
steam for 2 5 of the receipts. 
Further, y our statement that y ou 
lost $1,500 by the old Heating com­ 
pany is not pertinent.

has a million of assets, no debts 
and highest credit, 1 offer as before 
to give the bond of any surety com­ 
pany y ou select to guarantee the 
prompt performance of its contract, 
i close by again offering to ( i) 
buy steam from y ou and pay y ou 
50% 
and 
arbitrate 
whether 
y ou 
ought 
to 
have 
6 5%, 
or, 
(2) to arbitrate the whole matter 
of a fairly profitable compensation, 
or {3) to leave it to Judge John F. 
Philips, the federal judge, in con­ 
trol of y our receivership, and to 
whom y ou must apply for the ra ti-^ 
fication of any important c ontra c t.^ 
1 hope y ou will conclude to sell us 
steam and fix the price by one of 
these methods, and permit us to 
acconimoclate the steam customers, 
who will otherwise be greatly dis­ 
commoded. 
I would regret ex ceed- 
ingly to see y ou discharge y our 
waste steam in the air during the 
coming winter when it could be 
doing good, rendering y our plant 
a profit and serving many people 
in the city .
